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This is a decision on the petition filed June 3, 1994, requesting 
withdrawal of the holding of abandonment in the above-identified 
application. 

The petition is granted. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to timely file 
corrected formal drawings on or before December 3, 1993. 

Petitioner states that corrected formal drawings were in fact 
timely filed. To support this assertion, petitioner has 
submitted a copy of a return postcard which acknowledges receipt 
by the Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) on October 18, 1993 of, 
inter alia . 3 sheets of formal drawings. 

The formal drawings acknowledged as having been received by the 
PTO on October 18, 1993 cannot be located. However, MPEP 503 
states that "A post card receipt which itemizes and properly 
identifies the papers which are being filed serves as prima facie 
evidence of receipt in the PTO of all the items listed thereon on 
the date stamped thereon by the PTO." Accordingly, it is 
concluded that formal drawings were timely received in the PTO 
but lost after receipt thereof. 

In view of the above, the holding of abandonment is hereby 
withdrawn and the application restored to pending status. The 
drawings received with the petition will be accepted as the 
drawings acknowledged as having been received by the PTO on 
October 18, 1993. 

It is noted that the return postcard lists a supplemental 
declaration and priority document as additional items received by 
the PTO. However, these papers cannot be located. Petitioner 
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should submit a copy of the supplemental declaration and priority 
document, along with a request for the PTO to acknowledge receipt 
of the priority document as of the date of receipt on the return 
postcard.
